VACAFUIES If THE NAVAL SCHOOL. 
The Meaning and U se ot Bayous. 

We have heard, and read, of late, a great 
deal about bayous, and many people don't 
know what to make ot them, nor whether 
they are “fish, fesh, fowl red herring.” 
Bome imagine them to be vast swamps lying 
between the Missiesipp! and its tribataries— 
or between any river and the uplands—end 
but few are acquainted with the fact that they 
are the offshoots of large rivers along thelow 
alluvial bottonie of the Southwest. 

The word is French, and means a gut, or 
channel, and many of them are as jagged and 
serpentine in their course as the intestines 
themeelves, and a good deal longer in their 
meastrement. Bome of them, for example, 
will strike away from the parent waters and 
wake a long voyage of djecovery through the 
unknown interior of the country; and after 
visiting the most outlandish places, here and 
there, aud everywhere, bending and doubling, 
and curving themselves into all sorts of fan- 
tastic shapes, returm once more to the bosam 
their wother, often scvrea and even 
dreds of miles frow the original starting 
of their wanderings. 

They are mostly sluggish streams, not very
